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1 . GA PLENARY - RECOMMENDATIONS OF COMMITTEES 2, 3 AND 6, IAEA 

BY CONSENSUS DEC. 8 THE GA ADOPTED RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
COMMITTEES 2, 3 AND 6 RELATING INTER ALIA TO CRIME 
PREVENTION, REFUGEES, WORLD FOOD RESERVES, UNU, IAEA, AND SOUTH 
AFRICA. THE SYG'S SUGGESTION THAT PAUL HARTLING, FORMER 
DANISH PRIME MINISTER, BE ELECTED TO SUCCEED SADRUDDIN AGHA 
KHAN AS UN HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES FOR A FIVE-YEAR 
TERM BEGINNING IAN. 1, 1978, WAS APPROVED WITHOUT 
OBIECTION. IN ANOTHER DEVELOPMENT, THE AUSTRALIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE CALLED ATTENTION TO THE RECENT HIIACKING OF 
AN AIRCRAFT IN MALAYSIA IN WHICH ALL ABOARE WERE KILLED, 

INCLUDING SOME AUSTRALIAN NATIONS, AND HE HOPED THE GA 
WOULD TAKE MEASURES TO PREVENT SUCH TRAGIC OCCURRENCES IN 
FUTURE. 

- COMMITTEE 6 RECOMMENDATIONS - 

WITHOUT VOTE THE GA ADOPTED THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTIONS: 

ON RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS IN ARMED CONFLICTS, URGING 

STATES TO CONSIDER WITHOUT DELAY SIGNING AND RATIFYING 

TWO NEW PROTOCOLS TO THE 1949 GENEVA CONVENTIONS CONCERNING 

THE PROTECTION OF VICTIMS OF ARMED CONFLICTS; DECIDING 

THAT THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE UN CHARTER AND ON STRENGTHENING 

OF THE ROLE OF THE ORGANIZATION SHOULD CONTINUE ITS WORK; 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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DECIDING TO CONTINUE THE WORK OF THE COMMITTEE ON RELATIONS 
WITH THE HOST COUNTRY WITH THE PURPOSE OF EXAMINING "ON 
A MORE REGULAR BASIS" ALL MATTERS WITHIN ITS TERMS OF REFERENCE; 
APPROVING THE CONVENING OF A RESUMED SESSION OF THE UN CONFERENCE 
ON SUCCESSION OF STATES IN RESPECT OF TREATIES AT VIENNA FROM 
JULY 31 TO AUG. 18, 1978; AND CALLING FOR A REPORT ON THE 
TECHNIQUES AND PROCEDURES USED IN THE ELABORATION OF MULTILATERAL 
TREATIES. 

- IAEA REPORT 

ADENIJI (NIGERIA) INTRODUCED A REVISED DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
THE PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT (L. 15/REV.l), AND ITALY INTRODUCED AN AMENDMENT 
(L. 42) WHICH WOULD HAVE IVITED IAEA TO CONSIDER INCREASING 
MEMBERSHIP ON ITS BOARD OF GOVERNORS, BUT DID NOT PRESS IT TO A 
VOTE. AUSTRALIA, WHICH WOULD PARTICIPATE IN THE CONSENSUS ON 
L. 15/REV. 1 . SAID THAT, SHILE ACKNOWLEDGING THE RESOLUTION 
DID NOT DEAL SPECIFICALLY WITH NON PROLIFERATION, IT WAS GOA'S 
VIEW THAT THE PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY COULD NOT BE 
CONSIDERED IN ISOLATION FROM NON-PROLIFERATION. NETHERLANDS 
STRESSED NEED FOR SAFEGUARDS AND SAID 
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COOPERATION INSTEAD OF CONFRONTATION WAS CALLED FOR. SWEDEN 
STATED ANY PRINCIPLES FOR COOPERATION IN PEACEFUL USES OF 
NUCLEAR ENERGY SHOULD FLOW DIRECTLY FROM THE NON PROLIFERATION 
TREATY, AND SAW SHORTCOMINGS IN THE DRAFT RESOLUTION. CANADA 
EXPRESSED SIMILAR VIEW. US (KENNEDY) SAID THAT USDEL WOULD HAVE 
PREFERRED A MORE BALANCED TEXT, BUT COULD SUPPORT THE GOALS 
OF THE RESOLUTION. FINLAND CONSIDERED THE ISSUE OF NON-PROLIFERATION 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AS VITAL, AND ECUADOR WOULD GO ALONG WITH 
THE CONSENSUS. 
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THE GA THEN ADOPTED THE RESOLUTION ON IAEA REPORT 
(L. 1 3/REV. 1) AND THE RESOLUTION ON THE PEACEFUL USES OF 
NUCLEAR ENERGY (L.15/REV.1) BY CONSENSUS. THE COLOMBIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE SAID HIS COUNTRY SACRIFICED THE US OF 
NUCLEAR POWER FOR PEACE FUL PURPOSES IN THE HOPE THAT THOSE 
STATES POSSESSING NUCLEAR WEAPONS WOULD BE INSPIRED TO 
GIVE UP THOSE WEAPONS. SPAIN HAD RESERVATIONS ON L/15. 

BELGIUM AND FRANCE DID NOT BELIEVE THE GA SHOULD GIVE 
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INSTRUCTIONS TO THE IAEA ON THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS. PAKISTAN STATED THAT THE GA COULD NOT SANCTION, 

EVEN BY IMPLICATION, THE UNILATERAL IMPOSITION OF COERCIVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND RESTRICTIVE POLICIES WHICH MIGHT BE PURSUED BY SOME 
SUPPLIER NATIONS; BY ADOPTING THE PRESENT RESOLUTION (L. 15) 

THE INTERNATIONA COMMUNITY WOULD HAVE MOVED A STEP FARTHER 
TOWARD FINDING A COMMON GROUND FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
AND FOR ACCELERATING THE CONTRIBUTION OF NUCLEAR ENERGY FOR 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

-COMMITTEE 2 RESOLUTIONS- 

THE FOLLOWING COMMITTEE 2 RESOLUTIONS WERE APPROVED, 

ALSO WITHOUT VOTE, WHICH WOULD: URGE CONTINUED CONCENTRA- 
TION OF UNITAR S WORK IN THE SPHERE OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
TRAINING AND RESEARCH; URGE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 22-POINT 
MANILA COMMUNIQUE OF THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL ON THE PROGRAM 
OF ACTION TO ERADICATE HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION; WELCOME 
PROGRESS MADE SO FAR TOWARD ENABLING THE INTERNATIONAL FUND 
FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT TO BECOME OPERATIONAL; INVITE 
THE UN UNIVERSITY TO REFLECT THE URGENT CONCERNS OF MEMBER 
STATES IN ITS PROGRAMS AND URGE THE UNU TO INTENSIFY EFFORTS 
TO OBTAIN FINANCIAL SUPPORT; APPEAL FOR INCREASED ASSISTANCE 
TO THE PEOPLE OF ETHIOPIA FOR RELIEF, REHABILITATION AND 
RECOVERY OF THE DROUGHT-STRICKEN AREAS; INVITE DISASTER- 
PRONE COUNTRIES TO UNDERTAKE MEASURES OF PLANNING AND PRE- 
PAREDNESS FOR THE PROVISION OF RELIEF TO VICTIMS OF NATURAL 
DISASTERS AND REQUEST THE UN DISASTER RELIEF COORDINATOR TO 
ASSIST THOSE COUNTRIES IN THAT WORK; CALL FOR A STUDY ON 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE WORLD ECONOMY UP TO THE YEAR 2000, 

WITH SPECIAL EMPHASIS UP TO 1990 ON THE PROBLEMS OF THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; AND NOTE THE SYG'S REPORT ON A UNI- 
FIED APPROACH TO DEVELOPMENT ANALYSIS AND PLANNING. 

-COMMITTEE 3 RECOMMENDATIONS— 
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BY ADOPTING COMMITTEE 3 RECOMMENDATIONS, BY CONSENSUS, 

THE GA: INVITED AGAIN ALL STATES WHICH HAD NOT YET DONE 
SO TO BECOME PARTIES TO THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENANTS ON 
ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND CULTURAL RIGHTS AND ON CIVIL AND 
POLITICAL RIGHTS, AS WELL AS TO CONSIDER ACCEDING TO THE OP- 
TIONAL PROTOCOL; CALLED ON GOVERNMENTS TO CONTRIBUTE 
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GENEROUSLY TOWARD FINANCING THE HUMANITARIAN ACTIVITIES OF 
THE UN HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES AND TO CONTINUE THAT 
OFFICE FOR A FURTHER FIVE YEARS; COMMENDED THE PROGRAMS OF 
ASSISTANCE ALREADY BEING IMPLEMENTED BY THE UNHCR AND RE- 
QUESTED FURTHER MEASURES FOR THE BENEFIT OF REFUGEES IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA; REQUESTED THE SYG TO CIRCULATE AMONG 
MEMBER STATES A QUESTIONNAIRE SOLICITING INFORMATION CONCERNING 
STEPS TAKEN TO PUT INTO PRACTICE THE PRINCIPLES OF THE 
DECLARATION AGAINST TORTURE; NOTED THE REPORT ON ' METHODS 
AND WAYS LIKELY TO BE MOST EFFECTIVE IN PREVENTING CRIME 
AND IMPROVING THE TREATMENT OF OFFENDERS"; AND REAFFIRMED 
THAT THE MAIN OBJECTIVE TO BE PURSUED IN THE FILED OF 
CAPITAL PUNISHMENT WAS THAT OF "PROGRESSIVELY" RESTRICTING 
THE NUMBER OF OFFENCES FOR WHICH THE DEATH PENALTY MAY BE 
IMPOSED WITH A VIEW TO THE DESIRABILITY OF ABOLISHING THIS 
PUNISHMENT." THE GA ENDORSED THE CONCLUSIONS OF THE FIFTH 
UN CONGRESS ON THE PREVENTION OF CRIME AND TREATMENT OF 
OFFENDERS, AND ALSO DECIDED TO CONSIDER NEXT YEAR THE DRAFT 
CODE OF CONDUCT FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICIALS. 
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USEEC ALSO FOR EMBASSY; USIAEA ALSO FOR EMBASSY; 

NAIROBI FOR UNEP; ROME FOR FAO 

IN A RESOLUTION ON THE SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA, THE GA 
"STRONGLY CONDEMNED" THE ARBITRARY ARREST, DETENTION AND TORTURE 
WHICH LED TO THE DEATH OF STEVE BIKO, AND DEMANDED "AN IMMEDIATE 
END TO THE INDISCRIMINATE USE OF VIOLENCE" AGAINST PEACEFUL 
ANTI- APARTHEID DEMONSTRATORES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

MEZVINSKY SAID USDEL JOINED IN THE CONSENSUS OUT OF A 
DEEP SENSE OF OUTRAGE OVER THE NUMBER OF PERSONS WHO HAD 
DIED RECENTLY WHILE DETAINED IN SOUTH AFRICA'S PRISONS. 

THE US WAS "SHOCKED BY THE VERDICT" IN THE BIKO CASE; IT 

SEEMED "INCONCEIVABLE" ON THE VIDENCE PRESENTED THAT THE INQUEST 
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COULD RENDER A JUDGMENT THAT ON ONE WAS RESPONSIBLE. US 
SUPPORT OF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION REFLECTED BOTH THE HOPE OF THE 
AMERICAN PEOPLE THAT THE SENSELESS DEATHS WOULD CEASE, AND 
THE US COMMITMENT TO PRESS FOR RESPECT OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA, HE SAID. 

2. COMMITTEE 1 - DETENTE, NON-INTERFERENCE 

BY CONSENSUS DEC. 8 THE COMMITTEE ADOPTED A DRAFT DECLARATION 
ON THE DEEPENING AND CONCOLIDATION OF INTERNATIONAL 
DETENTE (A/C.1/32/L.46), DRAWN UP BY IRAN. ANOTHER 
DRAFT RESOLUTION ON NON-INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF 
STATES WHICH, INTER ALIA, CONDEMNS ALL FORMS AND 
TECHNIQUES OF COERCION, SUBVERSION AND DEFAMATION AIMED 
AT DISRUPTING THE POLITICAL, SOCIAL OR ECONOMIC ORDER OF OTHER 
STATES (L. 45) WAS ADOPTED 88-0-13(US, EC-9 (IRELAND ABSENT), 

CANADA, ISRAEL, JAPAN, NORWAY). CYPRUS INTRODUCED A DRAFT ON 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 1970 DECLARATION ON THE STRENGTHENING OF 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY (L. 47), SPONSORED BY ALGERIA, CYPRUS, 

GUYANA, INDIA, IRAQ, MALI, SRI LANKA, YUGOSLAVIA AND ZAIMBIA. 

AMONG ITS PROVISIONS, THE GA WOULD REITERATE "WITH EMPHASIS" 

ITS RECOMMENDATION THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL SHOULD CONSIDER 
APPROPRIATE STEPS TWOARD CARRYING OUT EFFECTIVELY, AS PROVIDED 
IN THE CHARTER AND THE DECLARATION ON STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY, ITS PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY AND PEACE. 

CHAIRMAN BOATEN (GHANA) STATED THAT THE SPONSORS EXPRESSED 
WISH THAT THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON NON-INTERFERENCE BY ADOPTED 
BY CONSENSUS, BUT THE US REQUESTED A VOTE. MRS. BENTON, 

EXPLAINING USDEL'S VOTE, SAID THE US STRONGLY SUPPORTED THE 
PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF STATES 
AS CONTAINED IN NUMEROUS DOCUMENTS. HOWEVER, SHE DID NOT BELIEVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT A RESTATEMENT OF THE PRINCIPLE WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO A 
STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY. TURKEY AND NEW ZEALAND 
QUESTIONED NEED FOR A NEW DOCUMENT, SWEDEN ALSO HAD RESERVATIONS, 
AND MAURITANIA AND TUNISIA SUPPORTED THE DRAFT RESOLUTION. 

EC-9 ABSTAINED FOR SAME REASONS AS THOE GIVEN LAST YEAR ON 
A SIMILAR RESOLUTION. 

EXPLAINING RESERVATIONS ON THE DETENTE RESOLUTION, MRS. 

BENTION SAID IF DETENTE HAD ANY MEANING AT ALL IT MUST APPLY TO 
ALL REGIONS OF THE WORLD AND ALL SITUATIONS. IT COULD NOT BE 
A DOUBLE STANDARD WITH BUILT-IN EXCEPTIONS. REGRETABLY, 

THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE RAISED THIS ISSUE DEC. 7 WHEN HE 

SAID DETENTE DID NOT APPLY TO SITUATIONS INVOLVING NATIONAL 

LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. USG WAS DEEPLY DISTURBED BY THAT, NOT 

BECAUSE IT DID NOT SUPPORT EFFORTS BEING MADE TO ACHIEVE 

MAJORITY RULE IN SOUTH AFRICA AND ELSEWHERE, BUT BECAUSE 

THIS FORMULA HAD BEEN USED IN THE PAST TO JUSTIFY THE INTERFERENCE 

OF OUTSIDE POWERS IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF AFRICAN STATES 

ALREADY FREE FROM COLONIAL DOMINATION. IF THE DECLARATION CONTAINED 

WORDING SUSCEPTIBLE TO THE SOVIET INTERPRETATION, USDEL WOULD 

VOTE AGAINST IT. USDEL WAS ABLE TO SUPPORT THIS TEXT ONLY 

BECAUSE IT DID NOT BELIEVE IT CONTAINED PROVISIONS WHICH 

WOULD MAKE IT SELECTIVE IN ITS OPERATIONS, AND ON THIS THE 

US RELIED ON THE CHARTER AND THE UNIVERSALLY ACCEPTED 

DECLARATIONS OF THE UN.

3. SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE-PEACEKEEPING 

ON DEC. 8 COMMITTEE CONTINUED ITS DEBATE ON UN PEACE- 
KEEPING OPERATIONS, STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY: CANADA. 
FINLAND, YUGOSLAVIA, POLAND, NORWAY, USSR, ITALY, 

PERU, GREECE, ROMANIA, PAKISTAN, AUSTRALIA AND CYPRUS. 

MOST SPEAKERS SAID PROGRESS ON ACHIEVING GUIDELINES FOR 
PEACE-KEEPING OPERATIONS WAS SLOW BUT AGREED MANDATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FOR WORKING ROUP SHOULD BE EXTENDED FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 

CAMPBELL (CANADA) SAID PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS SHOULD

THE CONCLUSION OF A WORLD TREATY WOULD STRENGTHEN THE LEGAL 
AND POLITICAL SYSTEM ESTABLISHED UNDER THE UN CHARTER. 

ALHUNI (LIBYA) SAID A TREATY SHOULD BE DRAWN UP ON THE 

BASIS OF THE AFFIRMATION OF ARTICLE 51 OF THE CHARTER, CONFIRMING 

THE "NATURAL RIGHT TO SELF-DEFENCE", AND PERMITTING STATES TO 

LIBERATE TERRITORY UNDER FOREIGN DOMINATION. IT SHOULD ENSURE THE 

RIGHT OF PEOLES TO DISPOSE OF THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES 

AND AFFIRM THE PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

THE PROPOSAL OF THE SOVIET UNION FOR A TREATY ON THE NON 

USE OF FORCE WAS SUPPORTED BY HIS DELEGATION. 

FRANCIS (JAMAICA) SAID EVERYTHING WAS TO BE GAINE BY 
CONCLUDING A TREATY ON THE NON-USE OF FORCE IN INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS. DOUBTS HAD BEEN EXPRESSED THAT SUCH A TREATY 
WOULD WEAKEN THE CHARTER, BUT WHAT WAS NEEDED WAS TO 
INJECT A NEW SPIRIT INTO THE CHARTER.

MAKAREVICH (UKREINE) SAID THE CONCLUSION OF SUCH A 
TEATY WOULD NOT WEAKEN NATIONS’ OBLIGATIONS UNDER 
THE CHARTER OR CAUSE THE PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER TO BE 
CHALLENGED. 

SOKAISKI (POLAND) SAID THE PRINCIPLE OF NON-USE OF 
FORCE CONSOLIDATED OTHER LEGAL PRINCIPLES SUCH AS 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF STATES. POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE, 
TERRITORIAL INVIOLABILITY, NON-INTERFERENCE IN INTERNAL 
AFFIARS, SOVEREIGN EQUALITY OF STATES, EQUAL RIGHTS AND 
SELF-DETERMINATION OF PEOPLES, AND PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF DISPUTES. 

CURIA (ARGENTINA) SAID THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE WAS NOT INCOMPATIBLE WITH THE RESERVATIONS 
EXPRESSED BY SOME DELEGATIONS IN THE DEBATE. SUCH A 
PROPOSAL COULD HAVE THE SUPPORT OF ALL STATES. THE 
COMMITTEE, IF APPOINTED, SHOULD HARMONIZE ITS ACTIVITIES 
WITH THOSE OF OTHER UN BODIES DEALING WITH DISARMAMENT 
QUESTIONS. ANY CONCLUSIONS REACHED ON THIS MATTER 
SHOULD IN NO WAY WEAKEN THE PCINCIPLES ALREADY ACCEPTED BY 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. 

COMMITTEE CONTINUING ITS DEBATE ON DEC. 8 HEARD STATEMENTS 
BY : MONGOLIA, IRAQ, HUNGARY, YEMEN, CHINA, BYELORUSSIA, 
NIGERIA, NIGER, CANADA, KUWAIT, UK, ITALY, JAPAN, FRANCE, 

US, NEPAL, ROMANIA, SENEGAL, SPAIN, IRAN AND CYPRUS. 

DAMDINDORJ (MONGOLIA) SAID CONCLUSION OF A TREATY 
WOULD BE IN KEEPING WITH THE CHARTER AND VARIOUS UN 
RESOLUTIONS. 

AL-SAHAF (IRAQ) WELCOMED THE SOVIET INITIATIVE. TREATY 
WOULD GUARANTEE THAT STATES ABIDED BY THE PRINCIPLES OF 
THE CHARTER. HE SAID THE PROPOSED TREATY SHOULD IN NY WAY 
JEOPARDIZE THE RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. 

KINRAD (HUNGARY) SAID THE TREATY WOULD IN NO WAY 
INFRINGE ON THE RIGHTS OF PEOPLES AND LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
TO STRUGGLE FOR SELF-DETERMINATION AGAINST COLONIAL AND 
FOREIGN DOMINATION. 

ALKAFF (YEMEN) SAID THE USE OF FORCE OR THE THREAT 
OF FORCE WAS A REGRETTABLE FACT OF INTERNATIONAL LIFE. 
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HE WAS CONVINCED THAT A TREATY ON THE NON-USE OF FORCE, 

IF PROPERLY DRATED, WOULD SERVE THE INTERESTS OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER. IT WOULD CERTAINLY NOT WEAKEN 
THOSE PROVISIONS. 

WU HSIAO-TA (CHINA) SAID IF THE QUESTION OF "NON- 

USE OF FORCE" WAS TO BE DISCUSSED, IT WOULD BE NECESSARY 

TO POINT OUT THE SERIOUS ABNORMALITY EXISTING IN THE WORLD 

TODAY; TO STRONGLY CONDEMN THE SUPER-POWERS FOR THEIR CRIMINAL 

ACTS IN OPEN VIOLATION OF THE CHARTER AND FIRMLY SUPPORT 

THE SMALLER COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES IN THEIR JUST STRUGGLE 

IN DEFENCE OF THEIR NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY AND INDEPENDENCE 

AND AGAINST THE POWER POLITICS AND HEGEMONISM PRACTISED 

BY THE SUPER-POWERS. THE PURPOSE OF THE SOVIET PROPOSAL 

WAS TO COVER UP ITS OWN CRIMES OF AGGRESSION AND EXPANSION 

WITH "HOLLOW VERBIAGE". LIKE THE SOVIET PROPOSALS ON 

DISARMAMENT AND DETENTE. THIS PROPOSAL WAS A MERE 

REPETITION OF THE "WORN-OUT TRASH" WHICH EVERYONE WAS 

NOW FED UP WITH. 

BUBEN (BYELORUSSIA) SAID IF THE TREATY WWERE ADOPTED, 

IT WOULD HELP CURB THE ARMS RACE. HE BELIEVED SOVIET 
PROPOSAL WOULD FURTHER STRENGTHEN THE CHARTER. 

SANYAOLU (NIGERIA) SAID HIS DELEGATION WELCOMED ANY 
PROPOSAL WHICH WOULD STRENGTHEN THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
CHARTER WITHOUT ERODING OR MATERIALLY ALTERING THEM 
AND WHICH WOULD PROMOTE PEACEFUL CO-EXISTENCE AMONG 
STATES. IT WAS ALSO NECESSARY TO ESTABLISH THE PRIMACY 
OF THE CHARTER, SO THAT IN THE EVENT OF A CONFLICT. 

OBLIGATIONS UNDER THE CHARTER WOULD PREVAIL.

YACOUBA (NIGER) WAS CONVINCED THAT THE ADOPTION OF 

A TREATY WOULD BE DECISIVE STEP FORWARD. THE CHARTER

IF THE TREATY WAS ADOPTED. ECONOMIC AGGRESSION AND IDEOLOGICAL 

WARFARE MUST BE BANISHED. 

KIRSCH (CANADA) SAID HIS GOVERNMENT CONTINUED TO HAVE 
RESERVATIONS WITH RESPECT TO THE DRAFT TREATY ON THE NON- 
USE OF FORCE. WHAT WAS LACKING, WAS AN EFFECTIVE MECHANISM 
FOR THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES, A QUESTION WHICH 
WAS NOT ADDRESSED BY THE SOVIET DRAFT. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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AL-NOURI (KUWAIT) SAID THERE WERE SEVERAL LEGAL 

INSTRUMENTS DEALING WITH THE ITEM UNDER CONSIDERATION. HE WONDERED 
WHAT PURPOSE WOULD BE SERVED BY THE DRAFTING OF ANOTHER 
INSTRUMENT IN THE SAME FIELD. HE THEN WENT ON TO SAY HE SUPPORTED 
THE SOVIET PROPOSAL BECAUSE A TREATY WOULD CERTAINLY STRENGTHEN 
THE CHARTER AND HELP TO CURB THE ARMS RACE. 

FIFOOT (UK) SAID THE DRAFT WAS DEFICIENT AND POTENTIALLY 
DANGEROUS FOR THE PRIMACY OF THE PRINCIPLES ENSHRINED IN 
THE CHARTER. THE DRAFT ADDED NOTHING TO THE CHARTER, AND IF ADOPTED 
IT WOULD DETRADT FROM THE FUNDAMENTAL DOCUMENT. 

BOSCO (ITALY) SAID IT WAS NECESSARY TO APPROACH 
THE SOVIET INITIATIVE REALISTICALLY, AND TO EXAMINE 
WHETHER THIS INITIATIVE WOULD LEAD TO THE MAINTENANCE OF 
PEACE AND THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES. 
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ONDA (JAPAN) SAID IF THE COMMITMENTS FOR THE NON-USE 
OF FORCE ALREADY CONTAINED IN THE CHARTER WERE MERELY 
TO BE REPEATED IN A TREATY ON THE NON-USE OF FORCE IN INTER- 
NATIONAL RELATIONS, HE SAW NO USEFULNESS IN CONCLUDING 
SUCH A TREATY. BUT IF THE PROPOSED TREATY PROVIDED FOR 
RIGHTS AND DUTIES DIFFERENT FROM THOSE CONTAINED IN THE 
CHARTER, IT MIGHT LEAD TO THE WEAKENING OF THE OBLIGATIONS 
ALREADY CONTAINED IN THE CHARTER. SO, IF ALL THE MEMBER 
STATES DID NOT BECOME PARTIES TO THE PROPOSED TREATY, A 
COMPLEX LEGAL PROBLEM WOULD ARISE FROM ANY DISCREPANCY 
IN THE LEGAL OBLIGATIONS FIXED BY THE CHARTER AND THE PROPOSED 
TREATY. 

MUSEUX (FRANCE) SAID THE FACT THAT THE NON-USE OF FORCE 

WAS IMPORTANT DID NOT MEAN THAT A TREATY ON THE SUBJECT WAS 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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A SOUND SOLUTION. DRAFTING SUCH A TREATY WOULD, IN FACT, 

WEAKEN THE CHARTER, SUCH A TREATY WOULD DESTROY THE HARMONIOUS 

BALANCE OF THE CHARTE, BECAUSE OF THE DANGER OF EXTRACTING A 

SEGMENT OF THE CHARTER AND GIVING IT SPECIAL 

ATTENTION. THE PRINCIPLE OF THE NON-USE OF FORCE CONTAINED IN 

THE CHARTER AS LINKED TO OTHER ASPECTS WITHIN THAT INSTRUMENT 

FOR THE INTERNATIONAL MAINTENANCE OF PEACE. A SPECIAL 

COMMITTEE SHOULD HAVE COMPLETE FLEXIBILITY TO PURSUE THE CONCLUSIONS 

TO WHICH THE STUDY WOULD LEAD. 

ROSENSTOCK (US) WOULD OPPOSE ANY ACTION THAT WOULD CAST 
DOUBT OF THE BINDING NATURE OF THE CHARTER'S PROVISIONS. HE 
DID NOT BELIEVE THAT WO TREATIES ON THE SAME SUBJECT 
WERE BETTER THAN ONE. DRAFT TREATY SUBMITTED BY THE SOVIET 
UNION HAD GRAVE FLAWS. INDEED, THE FLAWS IN THAT DRAFT UNDER- 
LINED THE DANGERS IN ANY SUCH APPROACH. US WOULD VOTE AGAINST 
SETTING UP A COMMITTEE IN THE MANNER SUGGESTED IN THE SOVIET 
DRAFT RESOLUTION.

UPADHYAY (NEPAL) SAID THE THREAT OF USE OF FORCE WAS NOT 
ONLY MILITARY THREAT OR USE OF MILITARY FORCE, BUT ACTS OF 
SUBVERSION, PROMOTION OF HOSTILE ACTIVITY, USE OF MASS MEDIA 
TO CREATE CAMPAIGN OF HATRED AND CONFUSION AMONG THE PEOLE, 
ECONOMIC PRESSURE, BLOCKADE OF NORMAL PASSAGE, ROUTES OF TRADE 
AND TRANSIT, CREATION OF OBSTACLE IN THE NORMAL FLOW OF

TO PREVENT HOSE CAUSES AND TO SETTLE DISPUTES PEACEFULLY. THE 
NOTION OF THE NON-USE OF FORCE SHOULD ALSO CONSIDER SUCH

MERCENARIES AS WELL AS ECONOMIC ISSUES. 

PEDAUYE (SPAIN) HAD DOUBTS ABOUT DRAFTING A NEW TREATY ON THE 
USE OF FORCE. THE CHARTER WAS THE AUTHENTIC CONSTITUTION OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND IT PREVAILED OVER ALL TREATIES. 

BAVAND (IRAN) SAID THE USE OF FORCE CONTINUED 
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TO BE A FACTOR IN THE WORLD TODAY, AND ANY STUDY THAT WOULD 
LEAD TO ITS ELIMINATION WAS WELCOMED BY IRAN. 

ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) SAID WHAT THE WORLD NEEDED WAS THE ENFORCEMENT 

OF COLLECTIVE ACTION ENVISAGED IN THE CHARTER TO 

REMEDY THE SITUATION WHEN FORCE BY A STAE HAD BEEN USED AGAINST 

ANOTHER. HE SUGGESTED THAT THE PROPOSED TREATY WOULD ONLY 

BE MEANINGFUL IF IT INCORPORATED THE PRINCIPLE OF COLLECTIVE 

ACTION.
